Beautiful poppy-like flowers which are popular because of their long bloom- 
ing period, individual beauty, and value as a cut flower. They appear as 
single Ranunculus and are often planted with them.

Giant French de Caen—Mixed colors, large single flowers. 

White Queen—Large single, satin white. 

His Excellency—Brilliant red, single. 

Blue Poppy—Single and some doubles, blue and lavender. 

St. Brigid or Creagh Castle—Mixed colors, double and single flowers.

BRODIAEA CAPITATA 


A native California wild flower, which becomes very showy under cultivation. 
The flowers are round clusters of violet florets on wiry stems 12 to 18 inches 
long. The bulbs are hardy anywhere in the United States.

CALLA LILIES 


Aethiopica—Large, pure white flower on long stem. This is the more common 
of the callas, being used widely for decorations in weddings and other 
festive events.

They produce many beau- 
tiful cup shaped tri-petaled flowers, marked with eyes, dots, and penciling in 
gorgeous shades of white, cream, pink, yellow, lavender, rosy purple, and 


some red. They are named butterfly tulips because of their coloring and 
marking. They are hardy everywhere in the United States but must be dug 
‘1 the east and other localities where they have summer rains.

This half hardy member of the Amaryllis family from the Andes, often called 
Spider Lily or Basket Flower, has a curious lily-like bloom with elongated 
petals which remind one of spiders and yet are entrancingly graceful and 


attractive. November delivery.

LEUCOCORYNE IXIOIDES ODORATA 


Glory-of-the-sun produces graceful umbels on wiry stems a foot and a half 
tall, the delicate blue flowers, shading to white, are marked with three false 
stamens of butter yellow. They have a delicate perfume and last exception- 
ally well as cut flowers. )

GRAPE HYACINTHS 


Muscari—These bulbs are one of the most satisfactory of the small bulbs for 
naturalizing. Grown in part shade, each bulb will produce several long spikes 
of blooms.

FLORISTS’ RANUNCULUS 


Our Giant Superba strain produces double and semi-double flowers of un- 
usual size and will bloom within ten or twelve weeks after planting. 

In climates of mild winters where the ground is seldom frozen, these bulbs 
may be planted any time from the middle of August until the first of May. 
In colder climates, plant after the spring thaw, or in your conservatory so 
that they may be transplanted as soon as the ground thaws. Where the 
springs are cool the bulbs may be planted as late as the first of June.

Star of Bethlehem 


The beautiful Star of Bethlehem is something different to grow in a pot for 

Christmas gifts, or home decoration. Numerous star-shaped white flowers 

with jet black centers grow 12" to 16" high with a very pleasant fragrance.

ORNITHOGALUM AUREUM 
Golden Chinkerichee 


Produces clusters of rich apricot yellow flowers touched with orange on sturdy 
[2" stems. They grow well in sun or light shade and are ideal grown as 
pot plants.

ORNITHOGALUM THYRSOIDES 


Cape Chinkerichee or African Hyacinth 


These bulbs grow fragrant clusters of white flowers on stems 2' to 3! high.

Grow them in shade, 
either in your garden or in pots. They like rotted leaf mould and sand for 
drainage. They may be left in the ground from year to year.
